The Acting Prime Minister said

_ Interesting disclosures of the activities of an 
alleged dealer in dangerous drugs were made by a 
Police Inspector before Judge W. A. Blair-Kerr in 
the Victoria District Court this morning when two 
men faced trial on charges of possession of opium 
and dealing in dangerous drugs. ae 

The accused were Lee Pak-hung, alias Li Hang, 46, 
and Lee Tong, alias Li Tong, 35, jointly charged with 
possession of 22.5 tacls of raw opium without a permit on 


June 6, 
dealing in dangerous drugs: 


The Prosecution was conduct- 
ed by Mr D. F. O’Reilly Mayne, 
Crown Counsel, with Chief Insp, 
W. Eggleston for the Police, Mr 
O. V. Cheung, instructed by Mr 
F. XK... d'Almada, represented 
both accused, 


Giving the facts, Mr O’Reilly 
Mayne sald that on June 5 last, 
Sub-Insp, Lee But-wah (acting 
in a role other thon that of a
